THE HEALING OATH $3.95 


The Doctors, published in November last, was an almost immediate best seller 
running close, for a time, to Not As a Stranger. While we were not in the cheering 
section of critics, we do not hesitate to reverse judgment when it comes to The Healing 
Oath, which seems to us an infinitely finer book and one meriting all the success it 
had in Europe as volume three of the Soubiran trilogy (The Doctors here combining 
volumes one and two). Where The Doctors depended on the morbid side of medical train- 
ing plus an undue stress on the sexual amenities of off-student hours, The Healing 
Oath has the warmth and tenderness, as well as the stark realism, of a country doctor's 
practice. Occasionally, shock techniques startle the reader into horrified awareness 
of the unbeautiful in back country peasant living; occasionally, one is treated to 
overlong diatribes on the disillusionments of medical practice, as well as the goals. 
But the whole emerges as a heartening study of man's growth in understanding, sympathy, 
awareness of the challenge on all fronts that medicine means. Jean Merac, of /he 
Doctors, acting "locum" for an old doctor during a long period of illness, learns 
that the cheap tawdriness of his life in Paris has become meaningless; that his career 
in sex had no roots; that- after all- Marianne, one time love, still has the bigness 
to forgive his betrayals, and that the call of country practice holds all “the healing 
oath” has come to mean to him. A holding and powerful story, not dependent on the 
earlier book for appreciative interest and understanding. (LC: 54-8710)

The strange, sometimes moving, often aimless, always violent story of Ferdinand, 
who is badly wounded in the chaotic first chapter of this book which takes place during 
the first World War. Ferdinand lands in the lower depths of London, where we follow him 
through adventures with an arsonist, a pimp, a pawn broker, a midget card sharp and cook, 
a magician, and various prostitutes, bar tenders and assorted spivs. The adventures in- 
clude sex of all kinds, knifing, murder, and are told in hectic sentences, and a prose 
as rough as any in print. It is hard, therefore, to convey the excellent qualities of 
the novel, though easy to stress its faults. But there is a meaningful harsh humor, 
there are many splendid scenes and characters, and the vision of the world as a Punch 
and Judy show projects a purposelessly violent view. There are also traces of anti- 
Semitism, not surprising to those who remember Journey to the End of the Night. With all 
of this in mind, the book may be recommended to readers of experimental fiction.

THE BULLS OF SAN ISIDRO $3.75 

The whole complex, contradictory panorama of Spain's Civil War provides back- 
ground for a story of the San Isidro family, from the dowager, Dona Ana, her son, Don 
Manuel, whose passion was the breeding of fine bulls for the ring, his spoiled wife, 
Dona Prisca, to their children, Silvano, Carmen and Dulce. The death of the monarchist 
leader, in 1936, precipitated a succession of happenings which boiled up into riots, 
violence, outright war, the temporary revolutionary excesses of both sides, the mounting © 
bitterness as confusion was increased with intervention from outside the country, and - 
the aftermath- in 1952, with the Falangists in the saddle and an uneasy peace, under a 
dictatorship. The whole circle is high-pointed in this story by the part played by fiery, 
idealistic young Silvano, unwillingly embroiled in cruelties unanticipated, wounded him- 
self, and hidden, as a “dangerous Falangist", from the Communists, by his valiant grend- 
mother, a royalist. There is romance too, between Silvano and Josefa, a girl of the 
aristocracy who broke with convention and swore vengeance on the murderers of her father. 
And at the end, there is another break with precedent as Dulce, almost grown up, falls in 
love with the bull-fighter, Diego, and dies melodramatically, after he is killed. The 
final episode, which the title suggests, doesn't really mesh in with the major part of 
the story, unless one writes into it a symbolic significance for Spain. But the whole 
has somehow more appeal fr the Anglo-Saxon market, than most of the contemporary writing

A new novel is perhaps most reminiscent of Hangsaman (1951) and is again a 
curious, quixotic pursuit of the whimsies of the sick mind when Elizabeth Richmond, a 
plain and unobtrusive girl of 23, is diagnosed- after several forgetful lapses and ex- 
treme headaches- as a multiple personality. Here, through her visits with her doctor 
in which hypnosis is both a diagnostic and therapeutic medium, are the chameleon, con- 
verging and conflicting personalities of Elizabeth, Beth, Betsy and Bess;. Elizabeth, who 
is vacuous and apathetic; Beth, who is sweet and docile; Betsy who is vicious; and Bess 
who is arrogant and vulgar.

There's a wistful quality to this story of a wispy 8-year old lad in bomb- 
threatened England - just a suggestion, perhaps, of the appeal of Pied Piper by Nevil 
Shute. Joseph's father had been killed; his mother had enlisted in the A.T.S. and gone 
to the Front; Joseph was left to the erratic mercy of Mrs. Atkins who got lonesome and 
scared in the trim cottage on the Yorkshire moors, and packed Joseph off to a flat in 
London where she found life more to her liking. Joseph missed his home more than he 
missed his mother; Mrs. Atkins was kind but forgetful, and when she left him alone one 
hot evening, he “went for a walk". Then things began to happen- fast. He got lost; 
the planes came over and the block where the flat was became a heap of rubble; he 
sought refuge and sleep on the back seat of a car; and when he woke he was far from 
London, with Henderson, a frightening stranger who had his own reasons for "borrowing" 
the car and getting away. That was only the beginning of further developments, as 
Joseph won the heart of the reluctant Henderson; of the desolate Margaret; of the gypsy 
queen, Sabina; of the fey lovely lady who took him for her lost Brian. But it was 
Henderson who changed most in the process and who finally grew up to his own responsi- 
bilities when he knew he had taken on Joseph's future as well as his present security.

Connective biographies carry forward the story of Joseph Severn whose devotion eo 
to the dying Keats captures the fancy of Rome's visiting English in the 1820's and give 
a montage of the life and times of Italy in its cosmopolitan, post-Napoleonic years. 
Penniless, almost starving, Severn's recognition after nursing Keats beings him commissions, 
friendships, and entree into high social and aristocratic circles. For the Lady Westmor- 
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land, the Duchess of Devonshire ,Napoleon's mother, Madame Mere, Princess Borghese are 
only some of the titled who become part of Severn's new world, and it is due to Lady 
Westmorland's caprices that he wins the Prix de Rome, that he becomes an eligible 
bachelor and that the parade of Cardinals, patricians, and artists flash in and out 
of his life. There are deaths, marriages, scandal - and Severn looses his pretty 
bonds when he elopes with Lady Westmorland's enslaved ward, Elizabeth. A fortune's 
favorite who was young - likable - but not THAT "remarkable".

THIRTY YEARS: Collected Short Works $5 .00 


This is a motley collection of pieces,- nostalgic fragments, more or less 
formal essays, good bits of reportage, and short stories -:a thirty year crop, one 
assumes from the title. Even the short stories have a distinct flavor of personal 
recall, of flashbacks to experiences and interpretations of incidents tying in with 
school and college days. One can sense the Marquand of H.¥. Pulham Esg,. and- in the 
oblique handling of "the family" in several stories,- the Marquand of Wickford Point. 
Possibly this gives the stories more substance than they actually possess, though Mar- 
quand's gift for capturing a sense of recognition, of the familiar, is here as it is 
in his novels. The non fiction pieces are of varying interest, and with few excep- 
tions, are not Marquand at his best. They seem to have been written for an occasion- 
reading more like speeches than special articles in some cases. But there are bits 
of evocative writing, as in the one on Boston (The New Look Reaches Boston) and the 
one entitled Federalist Newburyport. I'd suggest for the flavor of the whole, that 
you sample The End Game and Beginning Now.

SCIENCE AND THE COMMON UNDERSTANDING $2.75 


A small book that will arouse reader interest and focus attention on 
Oppenheimer in the role in which he is supreme - the scientist, who lives in a world 
remote from common mortals. Six chapters of the book constitute the Reith Lectures, 
given over B.B.C. in November and December 1953. It is a text that almost demands 
excerpting, while at the same time giving as a whole a unity of poetic expression that 
carries even the scientific ignoramus along in its sweep and beauty. He aims to show 
"with exaggerated simplicity and contrast, the state of knowledge and belief" essential 
to understanding new developments. He sketches the physical world between Descartes' 
birth and’ Newton's death, and the methods, hopes, traits and program of that period, 
now deep in our tradition. He then goes on to those who contribute greatly to the 
cumulative sum of scientific knowledge, basic to atomic and nuclear physics. “Our 
progress" he says, "is rarrow: it takes a vast world unchallenged and for granted". 
There are parts of these lectures where one senses the man's philosophy, his humility, 
his acceptance of a world bond of brotherhood. He rejoices in the privilege accorded 
the English-speaking. world of open access to knowledge - "a freedom to resolve dif- 
ference by converse...to let tolerance compose diversity...a freedom barely compatible 
with modern political tyranny". And in closing he sums up what he feels the rewards 
of scientific research- "in an earthy way, the power of betterment"..while "we are anxious- 
ly aware that the power to change is not always necessarily good". His personal creed 
is evident without being actually defined; he says that scientists "like all men, bring 
a little light to the unending darkness of man's life and world". Here is a man who 
should be his own best advocate.

For readers of the mountain-climbing fraternity- and circumstances have 
proved their number to be large- this will be classed as only secondarily a mountain 
climbing book, for Izzard, while compassing a difficult ascent reached what he calls 
"the foot of Everest" and then turned back to sit it out at Katmandu. But other read- 
ers who demand less of the mountain aspects and more of straight travelogue, will 
enjoy the greater part of the Izzard book, the best picture of Nepal contained in 
any current story.

So Izzard built his own very ama- 
teurish, in adequately equipped, staffed and prepared, small expedition, and managed 
to tail the actual expedition over some pretty grim stretches, including the famous 
bridge at Charicot (those who have seen the superb film will remember this). That 
he reached the Sherpa capital, Namche,in four days, without map, with a scratch lot 
of coolies, and that he was able to organize the next advance, is little short of 
a miracle. But his story remains memorable chiefly for the superb analysis of Nepal, 
an independent kingdom virtually unexplored by Europeans, and that he shares with his 
readers his findings and impressions of Everest expeditions, past and present, and 
the personnel involved in the successful conquest. He writes too of odd. bits- the 
"abominable snowman", fact and rumor, the whys and hows of the conquest, and so on.
